SOCIETY  and  ORDER  OF  ST.  JOHN. 

The  Board  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  services  rendered  to  the 
Hospital  during  the  year  by  the  members  of  the  Ladies’  Linen 
League  and  The  British  Red  Cross  and  Order  of  St.  John. 
The  significance  of  the  Linen  League  tends  to  be  forgotten  in  war 
time  when  so  much  work  of  like  kind  is  done  by  kindred 
organisations.  The  Ladies’  Linen  League  has  never  sought  the 
limelight  and  indeed  its  work  is  not  nearly  widely  enough  known. 


EMERGENCY  HOSPITAL  MEDICAL  SERVICES. 

The  Hospital  continues  to  fulfil  its  obligations  under  this 
Scheme,  although  the  demand  on  this  Hospital  has  fortunately  been 
far  less  than  was  anticipated.
